To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
WORSBROUGH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mallison,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

For  four  consecutive  years  your  infant  mortality  rate 
has  been  below  the  national  average,  but  in  1963  there  was  a 
moderate  rise  and  for  the  first  time  it  is  above  the  national 
figure.  I  do  not  wish  to  place  too  much  significance  on  this 
because  small  variations  in  numbers  can  produce  large  fluc¬ 
tuations  in  statistical  rates.  Moreover,  this  figure  should 
always  be  considered  with  the  stillbirth  rate  which  has  shown 
a  marked  drop  from  24*9  per  1,000  to  7*6  per  1,000,  and,  in 
fact,  your  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  considerably  lower  than 
1962. 

Other  statistics  are  a  little  less  favourable  in  the  year 
under  review  in  that  there  was  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  slight  rise  in  the  death  rate.  The  Registrar 
General  has  supplied  for  the  first  time  the  causes  of  death  set 
out  in  age  groups.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  anything  in 
this  table  which  would  warrant  undue  concern  except  that 
perhaps  it  should  be  noted  that  deaths  from  coronary  disease 
and  angina  are  slowly  creeping  into  lower  and  lower  age 
groups.  This  table  will  be  useful  for  comparison  in  future 
years. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  district,  my 
divisional  health  staff  for  their  willing  assistance  and  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Dove,  for  his  help  and 
loyal  co-operation.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  14  fewer 
than  in  1962.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  a 
comparability  factor  for  the  year,  which  related  the  proportion 
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of  women  in  the  district  of  child-bearing  age  with  the  propor¬ 
tion  in  a  standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied 
by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is 
comparable  with  similar  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts 
and  with  the  birth  rate  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year  was  15*9  per  1,000 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  18-3  last  year  and  18*2 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  Engalnd  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  represented  6-3%  of  the  total,  com¬ 
pared  with  4-0%  in  the  previous  year.

The  stillbirth  rate  was  7-6  per  1,000  total  births  as 
compared  with  24-9  per  1,000  births  in  1962  and  with  17-3 
per  1,000  total  births  in  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  16-1  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  as  compared  with  12*2  per  1,000 
estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were 
180  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  17  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in 
order  of  numerical  importance  were  :  heart  and  circulatory 
disease,  respiratory  diseases  and  cancer.

Infant  Mortality  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 

The  Infant  Mortalty  Rate  for  1963  was  30-8  per  1,000 
compared  with  18*2  for  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20*9.  This  is  a  genuine 
increase  in  infant  deaths,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  many 
of  the  deaths  occurring  around  birth  are  interchangeable,  and 
1  am  sure  that  it  is  significant  that  the  stillbirth  rate  has 
dropped.  This  should  be  considered  in  association  with  these 
figures.  There  were  8  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  4  of  them 
in  the  neo-natal  period. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  was  Nil.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of 
the  Council,  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work, 
being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding 
districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  are 
employed  by  the  Council. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  adminis¬ 
tered  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  given 
below  : 

1.  The  United  Group  Hospitals,  Sheffield. 

2.  The  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

3.  The  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

4.  The  Moorgate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham.

Barnsley. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission 
were  admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The 
ambulance  arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year  with  the  hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulances  for  this 
service. 

Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following 
hospitals  :

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Tuberculosis 

Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Sanatorium  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  the  Chest  Physician  who  holds  out-patients  sessions  at 
the  Chest  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Barnsley.

Venereal  Diseases 

The  nearest  centre  for  Worsbrough  patients  for  the 
diagnosis  of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley  :

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham,  and  a  patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is 
at  liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment  is 
completely  confidential. 


Clinic  Facilities 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  New  Clinic, 
Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Thursday  mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  Birdwell  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  at  Blacker 

Hill. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  new  Clinic 
in  Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  and  patients  requiring  ante¬ 
natal  care  at  Birdwell  can  be  seen  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon. 
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Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is 
equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations,  and  a  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 


Ambulance  Service

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

326  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during 
1963,  compared  with  50  cases  in  the  previous  year.  This  was 
largely  due  to  the  influence  of  Measles  which  accounted  for 
290  of  the  notifications.

Scarlet  Fever 

6  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  34,  19  and  10  in  the  previous  three  years. 
There  does  appear  to  be  a  steady  decrease  in  incidence  in 
Worsbrough. 

Measles 

290  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
16  in  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  distributed  evenly 
in  time  during  the  year. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  vaccinated  was  24,  compared  with  214  in 
1962.  This  illustrates  how  short  the  memory  of  the  general 
public  has  become. 
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Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  three  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  one  fewer 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

Immunisation  against  both  diseases  again  showed  a 
very  slight  decline.  In  the  case  of  Whooping  Cough,  61-0% 
of  pre-school  children  were  immunised  compared  with  63*9% 
in  1962.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  showed  61*0%  of 
the  under  5  years  population  and  69-2%  of  the  school  popu¬ 
lation. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus  showed  a  considerable 
increase  with  1,040  children  given  either  primary  or  booster 
doses,  compared  with  294  in  1962. 


Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 
During  1962,  244  children  and  48  others  received  protection 
with  three  doses,  bringing  the  total  for  Worsbrough  since  the 
scheme  was  started  to  5,801  and  of  these  846  children  of 
primary  school  age  had  been  given  reinforcing  fourth  doses. 

Food  Poisoning 

1  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 
No  source  of  infection  was  traced. 

Dysentery 

12  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  as  compared  with 
4  cases  in  1962. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  4  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  no  case  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  Wors- 
biough  area  last  year.  This  compares  with  6  and  Nil 
respectively  in  1962. 

One  death  was  recorded  during  the  year  due  to  the 
disease,  over  the  age  of  65  years.

Sewage  Disposal  Works 

A  satisfactory  standard  of  sewage  effluent  was  main¬ 
tained  during  1963,  but  increased  development  will  make 
extensions  at  the  Sewage  Works  imperative.  Two  additional 
filter  beds  will  be  required  at  an  early  date.  Plans  for  these 
are  in  course  of  preparation. 
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Rainfall 


Daily  readings  of  rainfall  are  taken  at  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Works,  and  the  monthly  totals  compared  with  previous 
years  are  shown  below.  The  total  rainfall  for  1963  was 
average,  but  the  number  of  wet  days  (-01  inches  or  more), 
174,  was  the  greatest  since  1958.  The  wettest  day  of  the  year 
was  1st  July,  with  2*05  inches.  The  wettest  month  was  June 
with  3*78  inches,  and  the  driest  was  December  with  0-56  inches 
of  rainfall.

of  the 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 

for  the  Year  of  1963 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  my  twentieth  contribution  to  Annual  Reports 
on  the  health  of  the  township  of  Worsbrough,  and  it  does  seem 
to  me  to  be  appropriate  to  take  a  backward  look  at  the  past 
twenty  years,  before  dealing  with  the  year  under  review. 

When  I  took  up  office  in  1944  the  biggest  task  facing 
me  was  how  to  deal  with  the  large  number  of  unfit  houses  in 
the  district.  Even  patching-up  repairs  were  difficult  at  that 
time  because  of  the  shortage  of  labour  and,  more  particularly, 

materials. 

We  then  had  those  areas  such  as  Jarrotts  Buildings, 
Ebenezer  Square,  Wrights  Court,  Birdcage  Row,  Mitchell 
Street,  Garden  Cottages,  Marriotts  Terrace,  Martin  Square, 
Robinson  Terrace,  Robinson  Square  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  pros¬ 
pects  for  dealing  with  them  were  very  slight.  In  1955  however 
we  received  the  go-ahead  from  the  Ministry  and  from  1944 
to  1963,  397  houses  had  been  the  subjects  of  either  clearance 
or  individual  unfit  orders  :  Nearly  all  of  these  houses  have 
now  been  demolished,  many  of  the  sites  have  been  re¬ 
developed,  and  few  people  today  will  scarcely  remember  that 
they  ever  even  existed. 

In  1944,  the  house  refuse  collection  service  also  stood 
in  need  of  re-organisation.  Two  open  lorries  and  one  old 
covered  lorry  were  used  for  collection.  The  whole  of  New 
England,  and  many  houses  in  Worsbrough  Dale  and  else¬ 
where  were  served  by  ash-pits,  and  the  procedure  was  for  the 
refuse  collectors  to  go  and  throw  the  refuse  into  the  back 
streets,  and  later  into  the  lorry.  Tipping  consisted  of  dumping 
the  refuse  over  the  edge  of  two  tips  from  a  height  of  twenty 
feet,  with  no  one  in  attendance  ;  eleven  men  were  employed 
on  the  actual  work  of  collection. 
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Today  in  comparison,  two  of  the  most  modern  types 
of  vehicles  are  in  use,  all  ashpits  have  long  since  been  abolished, 
refuse  is  tipped  at  shallow  depths  and  covered  with  soil,  the 
number  of  hours  in  the  working  week  has  been  reduced,  the 
week’s  annual  holiday  has  been  extended  to  two  and  a  half 
weeks,  the  number  of  houses  has  increased  from  3,722  to  4,967 
(i.e.  by  nearly  33J%),  and  yet  there  are  still  only  eleven  men 
employed  on  the  work,  with  an  additional  man  on  tip  control. 
The  service  in  1944  cost  £3,684,  whereas  in  1963  it  cost 
£10,632. 

In  1944  and  the  following  years  we  had  the  colliery 
spoilbank  at  Barrow  Colliery  burning  for  long  periods,  and 
heavy  smoke  emissions  from  the  chimneys  there  and  at  the 
Barnsley  District  Coking  Co.  plant  were  also  a  regular  feature 
of  our  landscape.  Today,  no  colliery  spoilbank  fires,  and  no 
smoke  from  industrial  chimneys  ! 

These  are  improvements  which  must  have  made  a  major 
contribution  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  district. 

During  the  year  under  review,  there  has  not  been  the 
necessity  nor  the  opportunity  to  do  works  of  major  importance 
like  slum  clearance,  etc.,  and  consequently  it  has  been  a  year 
of  slow  progress,  but  nevertheless  one  of  progress. 

Our  slum  clearance  programme  has  been  completed  in 
record  time,  and  this  work  from  now  on  will  only  entail  dealing 
with  the  individual  unfit  house  which  must  inevitably  crop  up. 

No  progress  whatever  has  been  made  in  dealing  with 
domestic  smoke  pollution,  but  part  of  the  responsibility  for  this 
must  lay  at  the  door  of  the  Ministry  for  failing  to  ensure  that 
a  plentiful  supply  of  premium  smokeless  fuels  would  be  avail¬ 
able. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  support,  and  especially  to  Conn.  Atkinson  who 
has  been  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  whole  of  the 
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length  of  my  service  at  Worsbrough  and  who  has  such  a 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  work. 

Finally,  I  must  thank  Dr.  Barnes  for  his  support  and 
for  the  happy  relationship  which  exists  between  us.

Corporation  under  the  terms  of  the  Barnsley  Water  Order 
1961  and  this  Council  has  one  representative  on  the  Commitee.

During  the  year,  the  last  four  houses  in  the  district 
which  did  not  have  a  main’s  supply  were  condemned  and  the 
tenants  re-housed  in  Council  houses.  These  were  Dovecliffe 
Cottages. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

Two  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  water 
closets  during  the  year  with  the  aid  of  the  £12  grant  which 
the  Council  makes  towards  these  works.

Public  Cleansing 

Street  sweeping,  road  gully  emptying,  and  maintenance 
of  public  conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Council’s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  unsatisfactory 
urinal  for  men  at  the  bottom  of  High  Street,  Worsbrough 
Dale  and  the  desirability  of  abolishing  it.  I  am  sorry  that 
nothing  has  been  done  about  this  as  1  am  sure  it  is  unattractive, 
unhygienic,  and  unnecessary. 

House  refuse  collection  is  my  responsibility  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  we  have  maintained  our  weekly 
emptying  of  dustbins  in  spite  of  the  ever-increasing  number  of 
houses  being  built  both  by  speculative  builders  and  the  Council 
itself. 


There  were  obviously  periods  when  we  were  unable  to 
empty  bins  weekly  as  in  February  and  March  when  the 
service  was  badly  hampered  by  heavy  snow  and  ice  for  eight 
weeks. 

In  February  1  suggested  that  the  Council  consider  a 
bin  bonus  scheme,  both  to  cope  with  the  increasing  number 
of  houses  and  to  give  the  men  some  incentive  and  reward  for 
doing  a  dirty  and  unattractive  job. 
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A  scheme  was  formulated  which  was  a  combination  of 
a  bonus  and  a  task  scheme,  and  after  discussing  it  with  the 
men  and  the  Union  representatives,  it  was  brought  into 
operation  in  the  middle  of  July.  It  has  been  an  unqualified 
success  and  operates  very  smoothly  to  everyone’s  advantage. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  year  for  me  was  the 
retirement  of  the  cleansing  foreman,  Alfred  Tingle,  on  the 
20th  March. 

He  was  foreman  when  I  came  here  in  1944  and  I  have 
nothing  but  praise  for  the  conscientious  way  in  which  he 
carried  out  his  duties  from  that  time  until  March  of  this  year. 
He  was  foreman,  spare  driver,  spare  tipman,  spare  mechanic, 
in  fact  there  was  no  job  too  difficult  for  him  to  do  and  I  think 
it  most  unlikely  that  we  shall  ever  find  anyone  to  completely 
fill  his  place. 

Two  S.  &  D.  freighters  are  engaged  on  the  work, 
manned  by  two  drivers  and  9  ashbinmen.  One  of  these 
vehicles  is  brand  new,  complete  with  powerpress,  and  came 
into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  the  year. 


House  Refuse  Disposal 

Two  tips  are  in  use,  one  at  Dovecliffe  and  the  other  at 
Haverlands  Lane,  Worsbrough  Bridge. 

The  one  at  Dovecliffe  is  only  used  one  morning  per 
week  to  take  the  refuse  from  Blacker  Hill. 

The  Haverlands  Lane  tip  has  been  our  main  tip  for 
many  years.  We  are  engaged  here  on  raising  the  level  of 
low  lying  land  which  was  swamp  land  in  winter,  and  the 
result  is  a  very  satisfying  one.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  the 
excellent  crops  growing  there  have  at  least  six  feet  of  house¬ 
hold  refuse  beneath  them. 

The  nature  of  house  refuse  has  changed  radically  over 
the  past  few  years  and  it  is  a  difficult  business  trying  to  make 
a  good  level  tip  with  it  when  we  are  without  mechanical 
assistance.  The  time  has  definitely  arrived,  I  think,  when  we

should  provide  some  mechanical  means  of  levelling  and  com¬ 
pression,  and  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  a  man  to  stand  up 
to  his  knees  sorting  refuse  out  with  a  rake. 

This  change  in  refuse  is  also  responsible  for  a  greater 
incidence  in  tip  fires  and  we  actually  had  five  of  them  during 
the  summer.  The  only  means  of  dealing  with  them  was  to 
call  in  the  services  of  a  bulldozer  and  spread  the  burning 
refuse  over  the  ground  where  it  quickly  burnt  itself  out.  All 
this  of  course  costs  money  which  the  ratepayers  themselves 
have  to  pay  for,  and  some  of  this  expense  could  be  avoided  if 
people  did  try  not  to  fill  their  bins  with  paper  and  cardboard. 
Much  of  this  could  be  easily  and  conveniently  burnt  at  home. 

One  man  was  caught  by  the  Police  taking  copper  wire 
off  the  tip  and  proceedings  were  taken  against  him  but  the 
fines  imposed  in  these  cases  do  not  act  as  a  deterrent. 

Caravan  Sites 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  which  are  licensed  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

This  did  not  prevent  caravans  coming  into  the  area 
however,  and  we  had  to  insist  on  nine  of  them  moving  on 
during  the  year.  Eight  of  them  arrived  towards  the  end  of 
November  and  were  actually  still  on  an  unlicensed  site  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 


Clean  Air 

The  boiler  furnace  chimney  at  the  Barrow  Colliery  has 
not  caused  any  nuisance  again  during  the  year. 

Some  nuisance  did  arise  from  the  Coking  Company’s 
chimney  from  time  to  time.  In  January,  their  Technical 
Director  informed  me  that  they  had  placed  a  firm  order  for 
the  conversion  of  all  their  handfired  boilers  to  moving  chain 
grate  stokers  and  by  May,  two  had  been  so  converted.  Con¬ 
version  proceeded,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the  emission 
of  smoke  had  virtually  ceased,  although  two  or  three  boilers 
were  still  awaiting  conversion. 
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In  December  I  received  complaints  from  two  Blacker 
Hill  residents  complaining  that  steam  from  the  quenching 
tower  at  the  Coking  Plant  contained  fumes  and  was  depositing 
spots  of  grit  and  chemical  liquid  over  Wortley  View.  This 
was  a  matter  for  the  Alkali  Inspector  to  deal  with  and  I 
referred  it  to  him.  He  told  me  that  tank  liquor  was  being 
mixed  with  the  quenching  water  and  that  legally  this  was  in 
order.  He  would  however  visit  the  works  and  endeavour  to 
persuade  the  company  to  fix  baffle  plates  in  the  quenching 
tower  which  he  said  would  obviate  the  nuisance.  As  the 
complaint  was  not  made  until  December,  no  finality  had  been 
reached  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  March  we  were  invited  by  the  Warren  Spring 
Laboratory  (Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research) 
to  be  one  of  the  representative  towns  forming  Part  I  of  the 
National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution.  Daily  readings  are  taken 
at  the  Council  Offices  and  each  month’s  figures  submitted  to 
the  D.S.I.R.,  and  we  are  pleased  to  think  that  we  are  assisting 
in  what  is  undoubtedly  very  important  work. 

An  application  for  approval  of  the  boiler  installation 
at  the  new  school  at  Bank  End  was  received,  and  approval 
given  under  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Application 
was  also  made  for  approval  of  the  chimney  height.  This  was 
proposed  to  be  only  33  feet  high  which  was  not  considered  to 
be  sufficient  and  it  was  raised  to  40  feet. 


Colliery  Spoilbanks 

There  was  no  nuisance  caused  by  the  spoilbank  to  the 
Barrow  Colliery  because  of  the  strict  control  they  always 
exercise  over  it. 


Eradication  of  Bedbugs 

Ten  houses  were  sprayed  for  bedbugs  during  the  year. 
Nine  of  these  were  in  New  England. 
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Other  Pests 

Thirty-six  householders  approached  us  for  help  in 
dealing  with  other  pests  and  assistance  and  advice  was  given 
in  every  case.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk 

The  district  has  been  a  specified  area  since  1st  May, 
1953  since  when,  only  designated  milks  may  be  sold.  Most 
of  this  is  sold  in  bottles  but  we  do  have  three  local  farmers 
who  sell  it  in  cartons. 

Regular  sampling  of  all  milks  sold  by  retail  is  carried 
out,  and  I  pay  particular  attention  to  raw  Tuberculin-Tested 
farm-bottled  milks  produced  in  our  own  area.  The  samples 
are  taken  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 
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Four  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  submitted  for 
statutory  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Two  were  Tuberculin-Tested  (Pasteurised),  one  Sterilised, 
and  one  Pasteurised. 

In  March,  two  T.T. /Farm-bottled  milks  were  reported 
to  be  Brucella  positive.  One  of  these  was  produced  outside 
the  area  and  the  Medical  Officer  served  notice  under  Article 
20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959. 

The  second  one  was  produced  at  one  of  our  own  farms 
and  a  similar  notice  was  served  on  the  farmer.  I  took 
individual  samples  from  the  43  cows  being  milked  and  seven 
were  found  to  be  excreting  infected  milk. 

In  May,  two  further  samples  were  reported  Brucella 
positive.  Again,  one  was  an  outside  producer  and  the  other 
a  local  producer,  and  heat  treatment  notices  were  served  on 
both.  I  took  individual  samples  from  the  sixteen  cows  being 
milked  and  these  showed  there  only  to  be  one  cow  infected. 
This  same  producer  bought  two  new  cows  in  September  and 
asked  me  to  sample  their  milk  for  brucellosis  before  he  admitted 
them  to  the  herd. 

If  we  could  get  co-operation  like  this  throughout  the 
industry  I  think  it  could  lead  to  the  eradication  of  infected 
cows.  At  the  moment  there  is  no  law  to  prevent  a  farmer 
selling  a  cow  if  he  finds  it  is  infected  with  brucellosis,  and  I 
think  an  unsuspecting  buyer  needs  protection,  which  in  turn 
protects  the  public.  It  would  seem  to  be  a  reasonable  thing 
for  a  milk  cow  to  be  sold  subject  to  it  passing  the  test  for 
brucellosis. 


Ice  Cream 

Forty-two  premises  in  the  area  are  registered  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  These 
are  all  retail  shops  and  only  pre-wrapped  ices  are  sold. 

Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Flealth  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 
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The  results  on  the  twenty-six  samples  taken  are  shown 
below,  placed  in  the  provisional  grades  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


80*8%  of  the  samples  fell  into  Provisional  Grade  I, 
11-6%  into  Grade  2,  3-8%  into  Grade  3  and  3-8%  into 
Grade  4. 

The  two  Grade  3  and  4  samples  were  unsatisfactory  and 
1  notified  my  colleague  in  the  area  where  they  were  produced. 

Meat  Supply 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  the  Council 
having  closed  them  down  by  resolution  under  Section  4  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1954. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  and 
most  of  the  butchers’  meat  is  killed  there. 


HOUSING 

New  Houses 

The  Council  completed  the  building  of  29  houses  during 
the  year.  19  of  these  were  by  direct  labour,  and  the  other 
10  by  contract. 
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For  comparison,  the  numbers  completed  by  direct 
labour  in  the  preceding  five  years  were  as  follows  : — 


1958  .  38  houses 

1959  .  38  houses 

1960  .  47  houses 

1961  .  30  houses 

1962  .  19  houses 


In  addition,  95  houses  were  completed  by  speculative 
builders,  6  by  private  persons,  and  2  by  the  County  Council, 
giving  a  grand  total  of  132  new  houses  during  the  year. 

The  private  building  in  Birdwell  has  progressed  apace 
and  69  of  the  proposed  350  had  been  completed  by  the  year 
end. 

Council  House  Lettings 

With  the  exception  of  bungalows  and  bedsitters,  houses 
are  let  according  to  the  date  of  the  application  and  a  list  is 
kept  posted  in  the  Council  Offices  where  applicants  can  at  any 
time  see  their  position  on  the  list. 

The  Housing  Committee  itself  selects  tenants  for 
bungalows  and  bedsitters. 

The  only  building  which  the  direct  labour  department 
has  done  this  year  has  been  of  houses  for  which  the  National 
Coal  Board  have  offered  a  subsidy,  and  which  were  to  be 
used  for  housing  miners  from  redundant  areas.  They  did 
allow  us  a  small  percentage  for  miners  from  our  own  district. 

The  Housing  Manager  sent  out  his  annual  circular  to 
all  Council  house  applicants  asking  if  they  still  wished  to 
remain  on  the  housing  list  and  the  number  of  answers  received 
showed  a  further  decline  in  applicants  viz.,  160.

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Unfit  Houses 


( a )  Slum  Clearance 

We  commenced  in  1955  with  a  list  of  327  unfit  houses 
to  be  dealt  with,  to  which  figure  a  further  47  were  added 
during  the  intervening  years  giving  us  a  grand  total  of  371 
houses  which  were  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  we  had  dealt  with  332  of  them 
leaving  39  in  need  of  attention. 

In  November  of  each  year  the  Council  considers 
reports  from  all  its  officials  on  the  housing  position  and  decides 
on  its  policy  of  rents,  building  programme  etc.,  for  the  next 
twelve  months.  At  that  meeting  I  reported  that  13  of  the  39 
houses  in  the  preceding  paragraph  had  been  dealt  with,  leaving 
26  as  our  unfit  housing  problem,  which  is  surely  a  very  happy 
position  for  any  local  authority  to  be  in,  and  one  which  many 
would  envy. 

I  recommended  that  of  these  26  houses,  6  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  “borderline’’  list  because  of  extensive  works  of 
repair  and  improvement  which  had  been  carried  out  in  them. 

The  Council  agreed  to  deal  with  the  last  20  houses 
within  twelve  months,  which  would  complete  our  unfit  housing 
programme  well  within  the  original  ten  years. 

Two  of  the  houses  (8  and  9  Victoria  Crescent,  Bird- 
well)  were  represented  as  a  clearance  area,  but  the  Inquiry 
into  them  was  not  held  until  1964. 

The  remainder  were  dealt  with  by  agreement  and 
Individual  Unfit  Orders  were  made  on  them. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  the  year.

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A  table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each 
of  the  County  Districts  in  the  Division.  This  may  be  of 
interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each  stand  in 
relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and 
National  statistics. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  area  in  1963 
was  1,341  compared  with  1,335  in  1962.  This  is  equivalent  to 
a  crude  birth  rate  of  18-1  per  1,000,  compared  with  17-4  per 
1 ,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
was  62  as  against  49  in  1962,  and  this  gives  a  figure  represent¬ 
ing  4*4%  of  the  total  births  compared  with  3*6%  in  the 
previous  year. 


Stillbirths 

There  were  33  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  25  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of 
23-0  compared  with  18-4  in  1962  and  with  17*3  for  England 
and  Wales. 


Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  division  after  the  addition 
and  subtraction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  864 
which  was  68  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a 
crude  death  rate  for  the  division  of  11*1  compared  with  10-4 
in  1962.  You  will  see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any 
figure  for  individual  districts.  This  is  because  the  other 
districts  show  adjusted  rates,  and  unfortunately  no  adjusted 
rate  is  available  for  the  division. 
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Infant  Deaths  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  41  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the 
year  of  which  27  occurred  in  the  neonatal  period.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  23  and  14  respectively  in  1962.  These  figures 
represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  in  1963  of 
29-2,  as  compared  with  16-2  for  the  previous  year  and  20-9  for 
England  and  Wales.  Although  we  may  expect  fluctuations 
from  year  to  year,  this  is  a  very  real  increase  and  must  be 
regarded  with  some  concern.  The  biggest  relative  increase  is 
in  deaths  from  broncho-pneumonia  and  congenital  causes. 
This  latter  group  is  varied  and  there  is  no  suggestion  of  any 
increase  in  any  single  congenital  defect,  such  as  occurred  in  - 
the  Thalidomide  tragedy. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  stands  at 
37-6  compared  with  3T1  for  the  administrative  county. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 
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Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  death  during  the  year  attributable  to 
maternal  causes.  Investigation  did  not  reveal  that  this  was 
in  any  way  preventable.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the 
division  was  0-70  compared  with  0-50  for  the  administrative 
county  and  with  0-28  for  England  and  Wales.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease 
fell  sharply  during  the  year.  This  was  expected  as  the  figures 
for  1962  contained  the  children  who  were  subjected  to  panic 
measures,  due  to  the  proximity  of  cases  in  Bradford.  Never¬ 
theless  it  was  not  expected  that  the  number  vaccinated  would 
be  so  low  in  relation  to  1961,  which  was  a  “normal”  year. 
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There  were  554  children  vaccinated  in  1961,  1,516  in  1962, 
and  only  218  in  1963.  The  table  below  shows  the  comparison.

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the 
report  on  the  general  state  of  immunity  of  each  individual 
area.  In  general  there  has  been  a  very  slight  decline  in  the 
level  of  immunity  against  Whooping  Cough  and  there  has  been 
a  further  decline  in  the  level  of  immunity  against  Diphtheria 
with  72-3%  of  the  under  15  population  protected  compared 
with  76*8%  in  the  previous  year.

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Tetanus  Immunisation 

Active  immunisation  against  Tetanus  has  been  steadily 
increasing  over  the  past  few  years.  This  has  two  benefits, 
firstly  it  protects  the  patient  against  tetanus,  and  secondly  it 
does  away  with  the  need  for  anti-tetanic  serum,  if  the  person 
is  injured.  The  latter  often  gives  rise  to  reactions  and  no 
doctor  really  likes  to  give  it  unless  it  is  strictly  necessary.  It 
is  important  that  parents  should  keep  a  record  of  when  their 
children  were  immunised  against  tetanus  for  this  reason.  The 
following  table  shows  the  marked  increase  in  immunisation 
between  1962  and  1963  : —

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  continued  during  the 
year,  though  not  at  such  a  high  rate  as  hitherto.  The  Sabin 
oral  vaccine  was  used  exclusively  by  the  health  department. 
During  the  year  1 ,696  persons  were  vaccinated  with  three 
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doses  making  a  total  of  30,504  people  vaccinated  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme.  In  addition  to  this  703  fourth  doses 
were  given  as  shown  in  the  table.

Ante-natal  Clinics 

There  was  again  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  attend¬ 
ances  made  at  ante-natal  clinics  run  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  This  decline  was  again  in  favour  of  those 
clinics  in  which  the  General  Practitioner  sees  his  own  patients, 
mostly  in  our  clinics  under  an  arrangement  envisaged  in  the 
Cranbrook  Committee  report. 

During  the  year  379  women  made  2,253  attendances  at 
official  clinics,  compared  with  494  women  who  made  2,361 
attendances  in  the  previous  year.

Health  Visiting 

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visiting  and  allied  staffs  amounted  to  40,861,  an 
increase  of  just  over  6,000  compared  with  1962.  The  table 
below  shows  the  work  carried  out  in  some  detail.  There  was 
a  very  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  visits  paid  under  the 
age  of  5  years,  and  any  tendency  in  this  direction  is  to  be 
regretted.  The  amount  of  teaching  carried  out  in  secondary 
schools  remained  exactly  the  same,  and  I  regret  that  I  cannot 
see  any  significant  increase  in  this  until  more  staff  is  recruited. 
This  service  is  of  paramount  importance  and  is  capable  of 
being  vastly  expanded.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
number  of  ineffective  visits  again  fell  so  that  they  represent 
4*9%  of  the  total  compared  with  7-4%  in  1962  and  11-2% 
in  1961.

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In  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  above,  a  great  deal 
of  Health  Education  work  was  carried  out  in  formal  groups. 
The  equivalent  of  38  half  days  were  spent  in  lecturing  clubs 
and  107  equivalent  in  schools.  The  scheme  of  testing  all 
babies  for  Phenylketonuria  was  continued,  and  during  the  year 
1,355  babies  were  tested  all  of  whom  proved  negative.  In 
addition  to  this  the  Ortolani  test  was  carried  out  wherever 
possible,  and  this  led  to  the  detection  of  unstable  hip  joints  in 
four  babies.

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Home  Nursing 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  carried 
out  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  during  the  year,  when 
41,120  visits  were  made  compared  with  40,143  in  1962.  The 
largest  increase  was  in  visits  to  medical  cases,  this  amounting 
to  nearly  two  thousand.  There  was  also  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  visits  to  tuberculosis  cases  where  467  visits 
were  made  compared  with  320  in  the  previous  year.  54%  of 
the  patients  were  over  the  age  of  65,  compared  with  55%  in 
1962.

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  under  this  service  rose 
during  the  year,  but  there  was  very  little  increase  in  the  number 
of  treatments  actually  carried  out.  This  was  probably  due  in 
the  main  to  a  period  of  sickness  suffered  by  one  of  the 
chiropodists.  I  must  again  draw  attention  to  the  high  propor¬ 
tion  of  patients  receiving  domiciliary  treatment.  This  is  a 
service  which  is  expensive  to  give  and  only  housebound 
persons  should  be  receiving  it. 
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I  am  becoming  increasingly  conscious  that  the  service 
is  essentially  a  palliative  one  in  its  present  form.  I  know  that 
it  is  much  appreciated  by  the  elderly,  but  I  feel  that  it  is  high 
time  that  it  was  extended  to  include  schoolchildren,  strictly  in

association  with  the  school  health  service.  I  am  sure  that 
this  would  only  increase  the  work  by  a  small  percentage,  but 
it  would  bring  the  service  into  the  truly  preventive  field.

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Home  Help  Service 

The  home  help  service  was  again  provided  mainly  for 
the  elderly  and  the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this 
category  was  89*4%,  almost  exactly  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  households  assisted  during  the 
year  showed  a  slight  decline  to  869.  This  is  a  very  unusual 
trend  but  perhaps  a  truer  comparison  would  be  that  at  the  end 
of  1963,  739  households  were  being  assisted  weekly  compared 
with  709  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
hours  received  rose  slightly  to  140,632  compared  with  136,180 
in  the  previous  year.  The  small  table  shows  the  analysis  of 
cases  and  hours  during  1963,  and  the  large  table  shows  the 
growth  of  the  service  over  the  past  ten  years.

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Training  Facilities  for  Mentally  Sub-normal  Patients  : 

During  the  year  these  facilities  were  completely  re¬ 
organised  when  the  adult  wing  opened  in  July  at  Wombwell. 
This  means  that  we  have  a  training  centre  capable  of  training 
patients  from  3  or  4  years  old  level  right  through  to  industrial 
work.  It  may  in  future  be  possible  to  train  some  of  the 
patients  to  take  their  place  in  industry,  but  even  for  those  less 
fortunate  it  is  hoped  to  provide  sheltered  employment  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  re-organised  centre  catered  for 
25  Juniors  (15  males  and  10  females)  and  58  adults  (27  males 
and  31  females).  This  re-organisation  enabled  the  junior 
centre  to  take  some  younger  children  and  thus  begin  even 
younger  social  training.  I  am  sure  the  benefits  of  this  will  be 
felt  in  the  years  to  come. 

Already  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  adults  were  be¬ 
ginning  to  do  work  on  a  contract  basis  for  County  Supplies. 
It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  to  a  greater  range  of  work  and  a 
greater  number  of  sources. 


Accommodation 

8  sub-normal  patients  were  admitted  for  short-stay 
accommodation,  which  was  appreciated  by  the  parents.  6 
patients  were  admitted  to  permanent  care  during  the  year.
